President Griswold sets the'theme 
for his discourse, in which he

the Pierian spring;^into an arid 
land where the waters of that 
spring are olended, .bottled, and 
purveyed under a variety of per 
suasive^labels but 'where, of the 
springs pure essence, it is a long 
time between drinks. Here, intoxi 
cated by blends and substitutes, we 
dispute the merits of the original 
without really tasting it; after the 


> fashion of tipplers, confused 
yet 


sure of ourselves, to the detriment 
of our educational system and the 
equal detriment of our civilization 
and our country."

ing, President Griswold gives 
attention to the teacher situa- 
tion:

PAWPAW— (Special)—A 


23-year-old Pawpaw mother 
was killed and her husband 
gravely injured when their 
car hit head-on with a semi- 
trailer truck early Sunday on 
Rt. 30 about five miles east of 
Rt 51. 


Mrs. Doris Lou Stover suffered 


fatal injuries when the car in which 
she was riding collided with a 
truck driven by Frederick Wood- 
house, 35, Sioux Rapids,. la., at 
about SMS o'clock. Woodhouse was 
unhurt. 


Mrs. Stover's husband, 
Keith, 


was reported in "very critical" 
condition this morning by author- 
ities at Rochelle hospital. His con- 
dition has prevented examination 
to determine extent of injuries, 
but hospital, authorities said that 
lie was known to have 'multiple 
fractures. 


Delay Inquest 


A jury has been sworn in by 


Robert Preston, county coroner, 
For an inquest pending outcome of 
Stover's injuries. 


The couple was reportedly,, re- 


turning from DeKalb where Mrs. 
Stover is employed at the G. E. 
plant. Her shift ended at midnight, 
according to reports.

Saturday afternoon by White as 
result of pressure that has been 
brought against the sheriff in the 
wake of an alleged beating of a 
20-year-old youth, who reported to 
White last month that he had seen 
flying saucers. 


The youth, Robert Cross, former

clinic, at that time Charged White 
and Beaman had beaten him after 
ie had told them, while under a 
hypnotic spell, that he had seen 
flying saucers. 


It is as a result of this alleged 


ncident that he was fired by 
White, Beaman asserted today.

my work. He said u had been very 
satisfactory," Beaman said.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
-</P)—Soviet Foreign Minis- 
er Andrei Y. Vishinsky 
warned today that United Na- 
ions adoption of an Amerf- 
an resolution backing up the 
unified command negotiators 
at Panmunjom would inevita- 
>ly lead to collapse of the 
mice talks and expansion of 
he Korean war. 
Vishinsky told the U. N.'s 60-na- 


Ion political committee that the 
J. S. knew in advance that these 
erms would be rejected by the 
Chinese and North Korean com- 
mands. 


U. S. Secretary of State Dean 


Acheson, British, Foreign Secre- 
ary Anthony Eden and French 
Foreign Minister Robert Schuman 
sat nearby as the Kremlin's top 
diplomatic spokesman claimed that 
the resolution they backed as a 
way to peace could only-lead to 
further war. 


The resolution, sponsored by the 


West's Big Three and 18 other, 
countries, notes with approval the 
unified command's refusal to send 
back Communist war prisoners 
who say they do not want to go. 
It also issues an appeal to the 
Chinese Communists 
and North 


Koreans to agree to these terms.' 


Vishinsky charged that the U. 8. 


was not interested in ending'the 
war, but wanted to keep it going 
and expand it in order to' gain 
control of the world and increase 
the profits of "American billion, 
aires." 


He said that, as part of this

may hinge on talks with Dwight 
D. Eisenhower when the President- 
elect visits here before the end of 
the year. 


There have been frequent reports 


he would retire from active duty 
early next year. He is 60. 


Hit press adviser refused to 


comment on the reports and re- 
ferred all queries to Gm. J. Law- 
ton Collins. Army chief of staff, in 
Washington. Collins, too, refused 
comment. 


A letter written by Van Fleet 


was used as political ammunition 


in the recent presidential cam- 
paign. 


The letter expressed the gener- 


al's conviction that the South Ko- 
rean Army should be increased 
and given more of the Korean front 
to hold against the Reds. Van Fleet 
said Washington had not approved 
the plan. 


Eisenhower used the letter In 


support of his argument that a 
greater share of the fighting front 
should be turned over to Republic 
of Korea troops. 


The Republican candidate was 


given a copy of th* letler by Mrs. 
Van Fleet, who had received it 
from her husband.

At any rate, the question of diet 


and kidney stones is an important 
one. and if a stone or gravel has 
been passed it should be studied 
in a laboratory to find out about 
its chemical composition. 


If the kidney stone is made up 


of crystals of oxalic or phosphoric 
acid, for example, the urine is 
usually kept acid by diet. On the 


•patient must be relieved and this 
involves the use of pain-killing 
drugs, sometimes in large quanti- 
ties. Indeed,' the pain of kidney 
stones is too often extremely agon- 
izing—some who have experienced 
it say it is the worst to which hu 
man beings can be subjected. 


other hand, if the stone is made 
up of the less common uric add, 
then the urine should be kept al- 
kaline by diet. 


For these reasons, one cannot 


possibly give any single diet which 
Is suitable for all people who suf- 
fer from kidney stones. The doc- 
tor can advise about the diet only 
after he knows the chemistry of 
the stone. 


In addition to diet the presence 


of kidney stones usually requires 
the search for some chronic infec- 
tion elsewhere in the body and 
treatment for this if Infection is 
found. Sometimes vitamins added 
to the diet are also helpful, but so 
far the search for food or medi-

SEOUL W»— Allied infantrymen 


in 11 hours of savage close-quarter 
fighting today drove 1,300 North 
Korean< Reds off two strategic hills 
on Korea's Eastern Front. 


The Reds attacked in waves Sun< 


day night behind a curtain of 4,000 
rounds of artillery and mortar fire. 
They captured the crest of Anchor 
Hill.at 6 a.m. and smashed to the 
top of another hill to the south at 
6:25. 


The U.N. troops counterattacked 


almost immediately. They stormed 
back to the top of the second hill 
in just 15 minutes. 


The Reds fought with bitter de- 


termination from the top of An- 
chor, but the Allies were not to be' 
denied. They reached the top at 8 
a.m. and closed with the Reds. 


Allied warplanes swooped 
low 


and ,pounded the Reds with bombs 
and'searing jellied gasoline. 


The U. 8. Eighth', Army said 


Anchor's crest was secured at 9:30 
a.m. 


Elsewhere little action was re-

Experts See 
Plenty of 
Oil in Future 


CHICAGO W>— There's no fear of 


the United States running short of 
oil within the foreseeable future, 
two leaders of the petroleum in- 
dustry said today. 


Speaking at the opening session 


of the 32nd annual meeting of the 
American Petroleum I n s t i t u t e , 
John E. Swearingcn. of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. (Indiana;, forecast that 
domestic production of crude oil 
would continue to increase during 
the next 15 years.

John W. Boatwright. also of 


Standard of Indiana, who .spoke 
with Swearingcn, forecast a 46 per 
cent increase in the total domestic 
demand for petroleum products by 
1967. from 7,043.000 barrels to 10, 
280,000 barrels daily. He. too, said: 


"We feel confident that the fu 


turc supply of cnide oil and natur- 
al gas liquids will be adequate to 
meet the needs of a greatly ex- 
panded market."

Believe Organized Labor

labor is growing restive under continued wage controls and might soon 
be willing to join those who think the wage-price program is outdated, i*

He was never a man to 
give aid aid comfort to bis critics, 
if he could help it. 


It was this very resistance to 


criticism—sometimes — that came 
back to haunt him in the cam- 
paign. 


When he was first told era eke 


were beginning to appear in his 
administration, he used the words 
asinine and red herring. The Re- 
publicans reminded him of those 
words many times in the cam- 
paign. 


Voter* Decided 


That the people thought there 


were mistakes was clear enough. 
They showed it in the way they 
repudiated the Democratic admin 
istratton with tlio astonishing vote 
for Gen. Eisenhower. 
.Yet it was Truman hlmsell who 


often expressed faith in the" good 
Judgment of the people. Perhaps 
it was the dealing with the people 
—or rather in not dealing with 
them moro—that he made a ma- 
jor mistake. 


One of the most amazing 
fea- 


tures of the presidential campaign 
was the bewilderment expressed 
by many people about issues that 
had been talked and written about 
endlessly: Korea, taxes, 
prlr\s«. 


Communists in government. 


Anyone who /talked to _ people 


about the election heard these 
same questions over and over 
again: Why are we in Korea any- 
way? Why don't we get out? Why 
don't we bomb the Chinese? 
What's wrong when we have to 
pay such taxe*? 


It was during Truman's admin-

homes and talking to them. 


RooMArit Knew 


President Roosevelt knew the 


value of explaining national piob-

Nevertheless, his fireside chaU 
became welcome and famous. 


Truman, with the added advan- 


tage of TV', made some nation- 
wide talks. But those intended to 
explain a problem or a decision or 
an action thut affected everyone 
were infrequent 


While he remained absent from 


the living rooms of the nation, hi* 
opponent/I and critics moved in by 
way of the TV window and built 
up their case against him. He had 
plenty of defenders on TV too. 


Rut Elsenhower will probably 


make lot more use of TV than 
Truman did.

General Ike Will Find a 
Different War in Korea

WASHINGTON -OT>- In Korea, 


where he plans to seek a means of 
ending the stalemated war, Dwight 
D. Elsenhower will find a battle 
utterly unlike the continent-en- 
compassing campaign he com- 
manded in Europe 


In any effort to end the dead- 


locked conflict, he must pattern 
plans to situations he nevei en- 
countered as the supreme com- 
mander of the Western Allies. ' 


The 
European 
campaign of 


World War II was a war of move- 
ment, of slashing forward, of con- 
stantly fluid situations. Korea for 
almost a year and a half has been 
a war of fixed positions, almost the 
trench fighting of World War I. 


Won on Ground 


The battle of Europe was won 


on the ground with djvlslons and 
corps and armies moving in mass, 
supported by swarms of planes, 
columns of tanks, a multitude of 
artillery. Korea is Indian-style 
fighting, individual, close-in, at car- 
bine range, with the trench knife 
and bare hands often the weapons. 


The United States divisions alone 


in Elsenhower's combined Euro- 
pean command numbered more 
than half a hundred. There are 
seven •American divisions on the 
Korean front, six Army and one 
Marine. 


As the European war reached 


its peak, the front extended vir- 
tually from the 'Baltic to the Med- 
iterranean Sea. The Korean front 
is only 195 miles long, • pinched 
across the waist of a peninsula, 
with scant maneuver space to the 
rear. 


More Plane* 


Available to him In the Euro- 


pean theater were more than 10,000 
American warplanes—including 5,- 
000 fighters, 1,800 B17s and B24s 
(then rat«d as heavy bombers), 
1,100 medium bombers and other 
craft. The total air strength in Ko- 
rea is secret but probably is sub- 
stantially less than a thousand 
combat aircraft. 


Even the attainment of a truce 


differs vastly. At the end, the Nazi 
egions crumbled quickly and sur- 
endered to Elsenhower's forces In 


I hordes, unconditionally. Truce 
talks in Korea have been going on 
and on, for more than a year and 
a quarter.

Early in 1951, Douglas recom- 


mended that Truman appoint Wil- 
liam, H. King Jr., and Benjamin 
P. Eps(eln—both 
prominent 
in 


Chicago legal circles—as Judges of 
the U. S. District Court for North- 
ern Illinois. Epstein has since 
died. 


Truman waited a few months, 


then chose /Cornelius J. Harrington 
and Joseph J. Drucker for the 
posts, ignoring Douglas' recom- 
mendations. 


Douglas resorted to a Senate 


custom by labelling the way Tru- 
man made the appointments over 
iis head as "personally obnox- 
ous" to him. The Senate then re- 
used to confirm the nominations 
of Harrington and Drucker. 


The dispute left the new judge- 


ships vacant.
